Ze IN Þcreas Robberies upon the High-ways have been frequently tom⸗ 
r mitted of late, to the great Terrour and Damage of Pur Lo⸗ 
eving Subfects, and in Contempt of the Laws and well Eſta⸗ 
» & blilſhed Government of this Realm; And e being deſirous to 
Pꝛovide moſt effectually foz the Common Peace and Safety of 
> Dur people, by Suppꝛeſling and Pꝛeventing the ſaid Miſchiefs, 
and bzinging the Offenders to condign Punilhment,Do therefoze 
7 ( by and With the Advice of Dur Pzibp Council) hereby ſtraitly 
Charge and Command all Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace; 
WEIS Mays, Baylffs,Conftales,Headbozoughs, Tythinamen, and 
SR oryer Pur Pimters, Miniſters and Subjects to whom it doth 
| 02 ſhall appertain, That they and every of them in their teſpe- 
tive Places and Stations, do uſe their utmoſt Endtavours foz 
MDiſcovering and Appꝛehending all High-way-men and Robbers : And fo2 the Encourage- 
ment of all ſuch Perſons to put in Execution this Our Pꝛoclamation, We are Gzaciouſly 
lea led, and do hereby Declare, That all and every Perſon and Perſons, who ſhall at any 
time within One year now nert enſuing, Difcover toany Juſtice of Peace, oꝛ any other Officer 
of Juſtice, any Perſon that hath committed, oz ſhall commit any Robbery on the High-way, 
and ſhall Appꝛehend, oz cauſe to be Appꝛehended ſuch Offender, ſhall within Fifteen Days 
after Conviction of ſuch Offender lo Appꝛehended upon ſuch Diſcovery, have a Reward of 
Ten pounds fo2 every fuch Offender ſo Appꝛehended and Convired : And all and every She- 
riff and Sheriffs of the reſpective Counties where ſuch Conviction ſhall be had, are hereby Re- 
quired, upon the Certificate ok the Judge, oꝛ under the Hand of Two oz moze Juſtices befoze 
whom ſuch Conviction ſhall be had, to pay unto ſuch Perſon oꝛ Perſons who ſhall Diſcover 
and A ppzthend ſuch Dffender, 02 upon whoſe Diſcovery ſuch Offenders ſhall be Appꝛehend⸗ 
ed, the ſaid Reward of Ten pounds, within the time afozeſaid, foz every Pffender ſo Appꝛe⸗ 
hended and Conviceed, out of the Publick Moneys received by him in that County, which ſhall 
be allowed unto htm upon his Account in Our Exchequer ; Foz Allowance Whereok, this 
Pꝛocla mation ſhall be a ſufficient Warrant,
